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COP keeping Didsbury’s streets safe

For 10 years, the volunteers of Didsbury/Carstairs 
Citizens on Patrol (C.O.P.) have been assisting the RCMP 
and keeping a close eye on the streets of their communi¬ 
ties. 

Retired R.C.MP officer A1 Hansen was one of the found¬ 
ing five members who started the Didsbury Citizens on 
Patrol in 2003. Within a few months of its creation, the 
group joined forces with the Carstairs branch and has 
grown over the past years into a vital part of the commu¬ 
nity. 

Hansen says that C.O.P. volunteers act as the eyes and 
ears of the RCMP while maintaining safe and secure com¬ 
munities. 

“We try to establish our credibility within both commu¬ 
nities. They support us well and we try to give back as 
much as we can," he says. 

Sgt. Jeff Jacobson of the Didsbury RCMP says officers 
are more than willing to work with volunteers and utilize 
the information and services they provide, and that by 
having the C.O.P. within communities, RCMP are able to 
expand their coverage to niral areas and communities. 

“Our police resources are stretched thin. By having 
additional eyes and ears out there it helps keep our com¬ 
munity as safe as possible.” 

Both Hansen and Jacobson say that the C.O.P. volun¬ 
teers sometimes have an advantage over officers because 


they blend into civilian settings more easily - they don’t 
attract as much attention as a marked police car. 

“We find when it’s just a car driving down the street and 
not a police car driving by, they tend to keep doing what 
they’re doing. They can come across more than we do and 
they share the information with us." 

Citizens on Patrol works closely with the RCMP, 
exchanging information from both sides. 

“Sometimes we will let them know the problem areas 
within the two communities so they can increase their 
patrols in those areas," says Jacobson. “It helps deter 
crime because individuals have no idea who is driving by 
and whether or not they are reporting it to us.” 

So far in 2012 C.O.P. members logged 1,320 patrol 
hours. Hansen says that in 2011 there were 188 patrols 
totalling 1,604 hours. 

“The patrols cover the towns and the industrial areas 
immediately outside of the towns because that's where 
the activity is,” says Hansen. 

The C.O.P. currently has 33 volunteers, but in winter, 
those numbers sometimes drop. 

“We have people who do this regularly, and then we 
have snowbirds who are beginning to disappear for the 
winter so the rest of us pick up the slack." 

“We observe and report," says Hansen. 

Over the last 10 years, he said volunteers have experi¬ 
enced all sorts of scenarios while on patrol. 

“Everything from vandalism, impaired drivers to suspi¬ 
cious persons who have turned into a wanted person," he 


says. “Over the years we’ve had a few cast's where we 
reported a suspicious vehicle and the people have been 
wanted.” 

Hansen invites anyone interested to become a member 
of C.O.P, adding that the only requirements are that the 
volunteer is over 18, has no criminal record, and is willing 
to practise and uphold the unit’s three-C policy of com¬ 
mitment, communication and credibility. 

A provincially issued manual and hands-on training 
with equipment and road training is provided to all new 
volunteers. 

Members are asked to do one night patrol a month 
which is a minimum of four hours although some mem¬ 
bers do more patrols than required. 

Sgt. Jacobson encourages those who have been victim¬ 
ized by crime to also join C.O.P. 

“Citizens on Patrol gives victims a chance to be empow¬ 
ered and take action to prevent further victimization and 
regain their confidence,” he says. 

Many communities in the province have a Citizens on 
Patrol unit. Hansen estimates that there are about 70 
throughout the province. 

Once a year those groups come together for an annual 
general meeting, giving the groups a chance to brainstorm 
with others. It also gives members a chance to take part 
in beneficial workshops. 

“Citizens on Patrol is a great benefit and it helps us 
ensure we keep Didsbury and Carstairs two of the safest 
communities in Alberta,” concludes Hansen.

rest of the world lives,” she 
said. 

“I think when you live in 
Canada, you think that this 
is kind of normal for most 
people in the world, but 
really we’re one of the 
fewer countries that live 
this way. 

“The majority of people 
don’t, and I think it was 
really eye-opening."

“When you’re walking, 
you’re praying ‘please don’t 
let me fall down,’ because 
you don’t want to land in 
all the refuse.” 

After visiting the school 
there, she and her team vis¬ 
ited the medical clinic. 

“The waiting room was 
probably half the size of 
your office (48 square 
feet),” she said. 

“We looked at the phar¬ 
macy and there were two 
shelves with a few medi¬ 
cines here and there, but 
really there wasn’t much.” 

She got to visit the 
women’s beading coopera¬ 
tive as well, a group of 
about 65 HIV-positive 
women who meet once a

tation, because it’s more 
real to show people what 
things are actually like, as 
opposed to a photograph." 

Jackson interviewed a 
family to get an idea of 
what a day in their life is 
like, she said. 

She learned that they live 
in a two-room shack made 
of tin, and the living room 
itself is about (it) square 
feet she said. 

“It was really humbling.” 

They don’t have break¬ 
fast or lunch, other than 
tea, and for supper they 
will either have ugali, corn- 
meal porridge or kale, a 
type of cabbage, she 
said. 

Asking about where they 
slept, the family told her 
they sleep on the floor and 
use sheets for blankets. 

“And it gets cold there. 
People think Africa’s hot 
all the time. In the winter 
season and in the evenings 
it can be quite cool...and 
not to have any sheets or 
any blankets.” 

After the interviews were 
completed, she and her 
team bought the family a 
big hag of rice and some 
blankets as a way of saying 
‘thank you.’ 

“I’ll never forget w hat the 
father said, because they’re 
a very humble family, and 
he said, ‘Today I saw God 
come into my home.’ 

“That really made an 
impact on me. The people 
were very gracious.” 

It was a great trip overall, 
she added. 

“We accomplished all the 
goals we wanted to accom¬ 
plish. And for my son, it 
really opened his eyes."

Having fake Christmas tree is not allowed

VANCOUVER - I can’t do fake. 

Even though sap will linger on my 
fingers for days, water will inevitably 
seep from the stand onto the hard¬ 
wood, and the Douglas 
fir needles will work 
their way into random 
comers of my house, to 
me it just wouldn’t be 
Christmas without a real 
tree. Friends think I’m 
crazy. Most of them have 
opted for beautiful, 
show-stopper artificial 
trees. The lights are pro¬ 
fessionally hung with 
nary a wire in sight, the 
branches are perfectly 
shaped and the overall 
appearance is lush and 
full. Once assembled, maintenance 
can be ignored. No frantic monitor¬ 
ing of the water level, no mopping or 
daily sweeping required. Still I can’t 
be tempted. My belief is entrenched. 
Christmas is encapsulated in the 
scent, sight and touch of a real tree. 

Of course, to “real tree" devotees 
the first question is: alive or 
chopped? Growing up, I had no say in 
the matter. My brother and father 
would zip up to our cabin at Roberts 
Creek on the Sunshine Coast and 
return home that night with a freshly 
cut Douglas fir. As life got more com¬ 
plicated, quick trips to the local 
Christmas tree lot became the norm. 
In fact, it wasn’t until I got married 
that the question was even consid¬ 
ered. After much debate, we opted 
for cut; tin* concept of nurturing a 
heavy root ball wasn’t appealing. Asa 
nod to the environment we agreed 
that the tree must be recycled at the 
end of the season. 


The second question is: already cut 
or you cut? Once our two children 
were bom, the visit to the local gar¬ 
dening store suddenly seemed mun¬ 
dane. I wanted our young family to 
experience the perceived joy of 
selecting and cutting a tree. 

However, it wasn’t until 
1997, almost a year after 
my husband died that I 
actually took the plunge. I 
was fiercely determined 
that our first Christmas 
without him would be spe¬ 
cial, not cripplingly sad; he 
would expect nothing less. 
So, amidst a seasonal 
downpour, armed with 
only a ball of string from 
the yard and a saw from 
the toolbox I bundled our 
two-year-old son and 
three-year-old daughter 
into their car seats and headed out. 
Not to worry that my research on 
tree farms was limited to signs dot¬ 
ting the highway near the town of 
Langley, an hour away. Looking back 
with 15 years’ experience under my 
belt, I marvel at my naivete. 

First of all, we didn’t need the saw; 
each farm provides one. Second, gar¬ 
den string, even if it isn’t weakened 
from wintering outside, isn’t strong 
enough to hold the tree to the roof. 
And finally, toddlers, especially cold 
and hungry ones, aren’t much help in 
the sawing department. 

Our experience has vastly 
improved over subsequent years. The 
packed hearty lunch of ham and 
cheese sandwiches, homemade 
Christmas cookies and chocolate 
bark washed down with hot choco¬ 
late does wonders for morale, as 
does the heartwarming accompani¬ 
ment of festive-loving older nieces 
and nephews. That we get to hand¬ 


pick our tree in situ is an added 
bonus. 

We would have stayed loyal to the 
original farm if not for one thing. On 
the third visit, the trees were com¬ 
pletely sold out, forcing us to roam 
the winding streets of the Fraser 
Valley for a good hour before a 
prospective alternative appeared. 
With the light quickly fading, we 
chose the least Charlie Brownish tree 
of the few on offer and headed for 
home with the tree jammed inside. 
After the previous year’s near disas¬ 
ter when the tree slipped down over 
the windshield onto tlu- hood as we 
shot along Highway 1. we all agreed 
it should ride home safely. In the car. 
With us. Mere minutes later, howev¬ 
er, unfestive spitting and slapping 
sounds erupted from the back, fol¬ 
lowed by ear splitting shrieks. 
Apparently the tree was home to 
hundreds of green flying bugs ... 

Since that unfortunate episode, 
we’ve been loyal to a farm located 
just down the road from our 
favourite pumpkin patch in Fort 
Langley. With acres of selection rang¬ 
ing from Douglas fir, Noble fir, Fraser 
fir etc. we’ve always managed to find 
the perfect tree. The added delight of 
piped-in Christmas carols, free candy 
canes and a restorative roaring camp¬ 
fire at the end reinforces our devotion. 

This year only my son and 1 were in 
town to make the trip. Yes, I’ve 
recently found needles in the laundry 
room downstairs and both my coat 
and jeans are marked with sap. 

But 1 wouldn’t have it any other 
way. It’s Christmas.

Review Stuff 

The RCMP want to make 
sure drivers are aware that 
it is check stop season. 

“We remind drivers to 
enjoy themselves during 
their Christmas festivities, 
but also to have a designat¬ 
ed, sober driver to drive 
them home,” said Wright. 

Cpl. Clint Giilash of the 
Didsbury RCMP, along 
with other members from 
both the Didsbury and Olds 
detachments performed a 
check stop on Dec. 14. 

The stop was set up near 
the intersection of 
Highway 2A and Bergen 
Road and police were 
checking drivers on both 
the south- and northbound 
lanes, said Gulash. 

“We processed quite a 


few vehicles through there, 
easily 60 to 70 vehicles that 
we stopped, northbound 
and southbound,” he said. 

“There were violation 
tickets that were issued for 
different things, unregis¬ 
tered vehicles, that kind of 
stuff," he added. 

He said they didn’t catch 
any alcohol impaired driv¬ 
ers, though the Olds offi¬ 
cers did process one driver 
for a drug-related offence. 

During the check stop, 
everyone who was going to 
a party had a sober driver 
and people were storing 
their alcohol properly - out 
of reach of occupants, he 
noted. 

“The laws arc* in place to 
keep people safe,” he said. 

“And you know, if you’re 
drinking responsibly and 
you’re doing things right, 


you’ll never blow over, if 
you have one or two in a 
couple hours and then 
drive.” He noted that some 
people can be impaired 
and not blow over, simply 
because of tolerance lev¬ 
els, and those people can 
still be charged for impair¬ 
ment. 

Sgt. Jeff Jacobson said 
residents can expect addi¬ 
tional check stops through¬ 
out the holiday season. 

He hopes that people 
remember not to drink and 
drive over the holidays, he 
said. 

“The risks aren’t worth 
getting home in that fash¬ 
ion,” said Jacobson. 
“There’s so many other 
options out there for get¬ 
ting home now but that 
should not be the one that 
comes to mind.”

Grinches patrolling mailboxes 

Police have been inv estigating multiple incidents of 
rural mailboxes being broken into and riffled through, 
said Cpl. Warren Wright. 

Some of the mailboxes, all west of Carstairs, were per¬ 
sonal single mailboxes and others were the green 
Canada Post multi-boxes, he added. 

“Obviously criminals are looking for the seasonal cards 
containing cash, gift cards or anything of value. People 
(with individual boxes) are encouraged to maybe look at 
contacting Canada Post and getting into more of a secure 
box, the multi-boxes, as opposed to having the tradition¬ 
al ones in the driveway, because there’s no security.” 

It is unfortunate that because it is the Christmas sea¬ 
son, thieves expect that they can find something of value 
in other people’s mail, he said. 

The ones without locks are more susceptible to thefts 
than the multi-boxes, he noted, which tend to all be 
locked in the first place. 

In the multi-box theft case, a heavy blunt instrument 
like an axe or mallet was used to break in, he added. 

Parked car theft 

On Highway 581, just by the Carstairs overpass to the 
QE1I Highway, Sgt. Jeff Jacobson reported that a vehicle 
was vandalized and burgled on Dec. 18 between 12:30 
p.m. and 4 p.m. 

“There’s an area there that people park in the mornings 
for commuting purposes,” said Jacobson. 

Because the vehicles are there, these vehicles may be 
left alone for hours, he said.

The vandalized vehicle had its passenger window 
smashed out and a bag that was inside the vehicle, which 
contained basketball shoes and other clothing, was 
stolen, he said. 

“We want to remind people who are leaving their vehi¬ 
cles parked in an area that can be unattended-without 
really anybody coming and going to watch-to ensure 
that the vehicles are obviously locked, but also that any¬ 
thing of potential value is out of sight, or not in the vehi¬ 
cle at all,” he noted. 

Flatbed trailer stolen 

Between Dec. 13 at 6 p.m. and Dec. 15 at 11:30 am. 
when it was noticed missing, police say a 20-foot flatbed 
trailer was stolen from an oil lease site. 

The site is located southwest of Didsbury along 
Highway 766, said Jacobson. 

The thieves attempted to steal the BobCat that belongs 
to the trailer as well, but failed to start it, he noted. 

The licence plate on the trailer was 4KW-404 and police 
are asking anybody who may have information to report 
it to police. 

Grand theft auto 

A blue 1990 GMC Sierra half-ton was stolen from a 


driveway on Dec. 14 between 5 p.m. and 7 p.m, said 
Jacobson. 

The owner still has the keys and the vehicle has not 
been located, he added. 

The licence plate on the truck at the time of the theft 
was SKB-0.34, he noted. 

Power pole collision 

An older female hit a power pole in Didsbury on 
Wednesday, Dec. 19, which made some power lines come 
down and hang about six feet off the ground, said 
Jacobson. 

If people see a power line down, he said they should 
never approach it, and call for assistance immediately. 

“And if you’re in a vehicle that’s brought a power line 
down, stay in the vehicle if at all possible. Do not take a 
step out of that vehicle, and wait for the power to be shut 
off,” said Jacobson. 

Gulash said that utility employees reported that the 
electricity was arcing to the ground, even at six feet 
above the ground. 

He said that in this incident, nobody was seriously hurt 
by the lines, but it is possible. 

“So any time that you’ve got lines that are down, keep 
your distance. We don’t want anyone running in to help, 
only to have something bad happen to them,” said 
Gulash. “That’s a lot of juice there.” 

Jacobson said the only occupant of the vehicle was 
transported to hospital with some injuries, but none that 
were life-threatening. 

He said the cause of the crash is still under investiga¬ 
tion.
